Po tato Sho rtage Setup Recalls Pig-Killing Deal Of 19 30s 


WASHINGTON', May 20— 
This y ear's po tato s h o r tage 
seems to be pro v iding just abo ut 
as heated a debate o n the feder­ 
al farm pro grams as did the go v ­ 
ernm ent pro ject o f killing little 
pigs to raise po rk prices in the 
early 19 30s. 
Officials say there is co nsider­ 
able criticism o f ceilings o n po ­ 
tato prices and a lack o f price 


suppo rts. 
The pig-killing pro gram raised 
such a furo r that, 
ev ery 
time 
meat has beco me scarce 
since 
then, the Agriculture Department 
has been flo o ded with 
an 
av a­ 
lanche o f mail harkening 
back 
to tho se day s. That plan, spo n­ 
so red by Henry A. Wallace, then 
the- agriculture secretary , was 
designed to bo o st ho g prices by 


reducing po rk supplies. 
The current po tato sho rtage de­ 
v elo ped largely because farmers 
cut pro ductio n 20 percent last 
y ear. Mo st o f this reductio n came 
in the late po tato cro p—that po r­ 
tio n which go es into sto rage fo r 
use during the 
winter, 
spring 
and early summer. 
Farmers reduced their o utput 
after Co ngress directed the Ag­ 


riculture 
Department 
to with 
draw price suppo rts. Co ngress 
did away with suppo rts because 
they had co st the 
go v ernment 
mo re than $600 millio n o v er a 10- 
y ear perio d. 
Fearing a po ssible price co l­ 
lapse, farmers turned to mo re 
pro mising cro ps. 
When it became apparent that 
sto cks might no t be large eno ugh 


prices started 
mo v ing upward. 
The Office o f Price ¡Stabilizatio n 
stepped in with ceilings. But un­ 
til co rrected, inequities in 
ceil­ 
ings as applied market bv mar­ 
ket serv ed to div ert supplies to 
so me markets and 
away 
fro m 
o thers. 
The sho rtage has been aggra­ 
v ated by black 
markets 
which 
have giv en so me c o n s umers 


more than their share. 
Price 
Stabilizer 
Ellis 
Arnall 
has u rged that the public fight 
against 
black marketing by re­ 
fu sing to pay mo re than ceiling 
prices. 
Arnall praised the Super Mar­ 
ket 
Institu te, the 
Philadelphia 
Ho tel Asso ciatio n and the Phila­ 
delphia 
Hestaurant 
Asso ciatio n 
for u rging their members no t to 


pay abo v e-ceiling prices. 
Arnall predicted the sho rtage 
wo uld be reliev ed In the nex t fo ur 
to six weeks by the mo v ement o f 
new po tato es 
to 
market. 
This 
early cro p is gro wn 
mo stly in 
Flo rida. 
Alabama, 
Tex as 
and 
Califo rnia. 
But the sho rtage is no t likely 
to he fully o v erco me 
until the 
intermediate cro p is 
harv ested.

Daley made the accu sation in an

Boatner, du ring the first fou r days 
of his command. 
These occu rred while high-rank­ 
ing officers of Gen. Mark Clark's 
Far East co mmand in Tokyo stu d­ 
ied reports on Febru ary-March Ko­ 
je riots in which 9 0 Red male 
POWs and one American soldier 
were killed. 
One of the minor new Koje flare 
u ps involved the 400 women prison­ 
ers of war and civilian internees 
held on that island. 30 miles sou th­ 
west of Pu san. 
The o ther was a sitdo wn strike 
by priso ner inmates o f 
a 
l ’N 
Co mmand ho spital and their pris- 
o ner-do cto rs. 
Bo atner settled both with persu a­ 
sion and firmness. There was no 
violence, no shots were fired, and 
no one was inju red, he said. 
In Seou l, Gen. James 
A. 
Van 
Fleet, co mmander of the U. S. 
Eighth Army, said the Pu san ou t­ 
break resu lted from “ an attempt 
by fanatical Commu nist prisoners 
of war to resist 
proper 
medical 
treatment of patient inmates of en­ 
closu re 10.” 
All the prisoners at Pu san pre­ 
viou sly were reported to have been 
screened. The Army said they pro­ 
fessed opposition to Commu nism, 
and to repatriation to Red areas if 
a Korean tru ce is agreed u pon. 
Pro -Co mmunist priso ners were 
kept o n Ko je. 
Today, the Army said enclosu re 
10 is a mixed camp for both Com­ 
mu nist prisoners who want to re­ 
tu rn behind the 
bamboo 
cu rtain 
and anti-Commu nist prisoners who 
don’t. It did not say whether the 
rioters were Chinese or North Ko­ 
reans or both. 
Tokyo sou rces said the Army in 
Washington can expect

speedily from General Clark on Ko­ 
je Island prisoner riots.

Potato Shortage Setup Recalls Pig-Killing Deal Of 1930g 


WASHINGTON, May 20— 4*- 
This y ear’s potato 
a h o r tage 
seems to be providing just about 
as heated a debate on the Ceder* 
al farm programs as did the gov- 
^ ernment project of killing little 
pigs to raise pork prices in the 
early 19.10s. 
Officials say there is consider* 
able criticism of ceilings on po­ 
tato prices and a lack of price 


supports. 
The pig killing program raised 
such a furor that, 
every 
time 
meat has become scarce 
since 
then, the Agriculture Department 
has been flooded with 
an 
ava­ 
lanche of mail harkening 
hack 
to those days. That plan, spon­ 
sored by Henry A. Wallace, then 
the^ agriculture secretary, was 
designed to boost hog prices by 


reducing pork supplies. 
The current potato shortage de­ 
veloped largely because farm ers 
cut production 
20 percent 
last 
sear. Most of this reduction came 
in the late potato crop—that por­ 
tion which goes into storage for 
use during the 
winter, 
spring 
and early summer. 
Farm ers reduced their output 
after Congress directed the Ag­ 


riculture 
Department 
to with 
draw price supports. Congress 
did away with supports because 
they had cost 
the 
government 
more than 5f>00 million over a 10- 
year period. 
Fearing a possible price col 
lapse, farm ers turned 
to more 
promising crops. 
When it became apparent that 
stocks might not be large enough 


prices started 
moving upw ard 
The Office of Price Stabilization 
stepped in with ceilings. But un­ 
til corrected, inequities in 
ceil­ 
ings as applied m arket by m a r­ 
ket served to divert supplies to 
some markets and 
away from 
others. 
The shortage has been aggra­ 
vated by black 
markets 
which 
have given some c o n s umer* 


more than their share. 
Price 
Stabilizer 
Ellis 
Arnall 
has urged that the public fight 
against black m arketing by re ­ 
fusing to pay more than ceiling 
prices. 
Xrnall praised the Super M ar­ 
ket 
Institute, the 
Philadelphia 
Hotel Association and the Phila­

for urging their m em bers not to 


pay above-ceiling price*. 
Arnall predicted the shortage

Widely circulated reports to the 
contrary, the Agriculture D epart­ 
ment says there is no evidence that 
sabotage is involved in tthe spread 
of two pests now bothering some 
farm ers, 
A recent outbreak of anthrax di­ 
sease among hogs 
in previously 
non infected areas of the Midwest 
had been attributed to contaminat­ 
ed bone meal imported from Bel­ 
gium, The meal was used in live­ 
stock feed. 
The department and the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation checked 
the possibility of .sabotage, and re­ 
ported they found no evidence that 
the disease had been planted in the 
meal intentionally. 
Sabotage also has been blamed 
in some quarters, the department 
said, for the spread of a poisonous 
plant, known as haiogeton. in cat­ 
tle and sheep grazing areas of the 
West. It often kills animals that eat 
it. 
The departm ent take* the view­ 
point that there is not much reason 
to get excited over possible impor­ 
tation of contaminated bone meal 
a 
long as this country itself has 
its own sources of anthrax disease. 
Anthrax spores live in the soil 
and often bones of diseased ani­ 
mals in these areas are converted 
into meal for livestock feed and 
other uses.

CA SE FOK SP E N DIN G 
IT IS R E P O R TE D that, in addition to 
outright opposition to a $6. billion cut in 
m ilitary appropriations by the Pentagon on 
the ground oi m ilitary necessity, there is 
an undercurrent of opposition based on the 
thesis that any reduction in appropriations 
will be bad for business. 


That can be a potent argument in a coun­ 
try so addicted to a high standard of living 
as the United States— and Congress but re­ 
flects the national feeling. There is t h e 
point, too, that the public favors rearming 
to a safe point, and doesn't want to drag 
the rearming process out interminably. 


It is unfortunate, but a fact, that Con­ 
gress doesn’t have time nor facilities to 
delve into m ilitary expenditures thorough­ 
ly and comb out the waste, thus achieving 
economy without affecting arms produc­ 
tion. That there is plenty of waste is the 
testimony of all investigators. 


If the nation is to be forever committed 
to government support of business, 
then 
there can be no tax relief. Taxes will con­ 
tinue to inch higher and higher, along with 
government power, as the spenders get a 
tighter grip on the purse of the nation. The 
administration seems to be convinced that 
after arm s spending tapers off prosperity 
must be shored up by Point Four spending 
in the foreign field. 
But m any Am ericans are not willing to 
concede that the only hope for the future 
is in increasing government expenditures 
in a trend toward a despotic and all-power­ 
ful government. 


W EA K E N IN G WHEA T PRIC E 
P R IC E O I wheat has been weakening in 
expectation of a big harvest this year. Last 
year s relatively poor crop and continuing 
heavy exports have put wheat stocks at a 
low point for several years. That would re­ 
sult in rising quotations except for the an­ 
ticipated bumper 1952 harvest. 
Other wheat price depressants are pre­ 
dictions of larger wheat crops in Europe 
and grain scandals in the United States. 
The amount of 
wheat 
that 
has 
spoiled 
under the government storage program is 
so large it is expected the quality of 
wheat acceptable for government storage 
w ill be closely scrutinized. Thus more low 
quality grain m ay be dumped on the m ar­ 
ket. 


Some economists predict that farm in­ 
come as a \vhole will be 20 per cent lower 
this year than last, E arm costs have risen 
and, if prices fall, there will be intensified 
wooing of tile farm belt with political prom 
ises. 


Perhaps a case can be made if the re­ 
ports of the F B I and the Office of Educa­ 
tion of the Federal Security Agency are 
combined. For while one speaks of the in­ 
crease of crim e among our younger popu­ 
lation. the other deals with the shortages of 
school houses and teachers. 
The F B I report shows that: 


“ During 1951, age 23 predominated in the 
frequency of 
male 
arrests 
followed 
by 
ages 21, 22, 18 and 24 in that order. The 
largest number of female arrests also oc­ 
curred in age group 23, followed by ages 
24. 22, 25, and 26 in the order.” 
The Office of Education reports: 
“ Among the most insistent of these prob­ 
lems is the appalling 
lack 
of adequate 
classroom facilities to house our rapidly in­ 
creasing school peculation— ” 
Extravagant conclusions m ay be drawn 
from both reports but the fact remains 
that increase in crime is reported each 
year and the criminals seem to grow 
younger. As compulsory education is pre­ 
valent, it must be assumed that the crim i­ 
nals have been to school and are not the 
unruly and unlettered children of im m i­ 
grants. 


It would seem that th* (act that the aver­ 
age teacher's salary in the United States 
was $2,980 (1950-1951) has something to do 
with the weakness of the educational struc­ 
ture of this country. 
A disproportion of young people train for 
high school teaching, so that while there is 
a surplus in that field, there is a shortage 
of elem entary schoolteachers. Bluntly, it 
can be said that it does not pay to be a 
teacher in a prim ary or elem entary school. 
A young woman must be idealistic indeed 
to work at the salary paid and the pros­ 
pects afforded. 
The 
educational 
report 
says: 
“ Probably the difficulty lies in the fact 
that, originally, salary levels were set at I 
the time when, for most young women and I 
some men of a scholastic bent, there were ! 
offered few' opportunities other than teach­ 
ing. Today, that is certainly not true. There 
are a large number of fields which young 
women with a college education 
(to con­ 
centrate on only one sex) can enter and 
make a genuine career.

DIET A N D H EA LTH 


To Prevent Brain Damage, 
Never Neglect Head Injury 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


I AM sure that m any of my 
readers have friends ( r acquaint­ 
ances who have suffered severe 
comolications from a blow on the 
head. Very likely this was after 
an accident, as m any of our brain 
injuries occur in that way. 


B ra in injuries, no m atter how 
slight, may cause serious d if­ 
ficulties and sometimes death. 
However, as far as we know, a 
blow on the head cannot cause 
a brain tumor. 


No Definite Proof 


Some people hold the opposite 
thought, but we have no definite 
proof as to the cause of brain 
tumors. For instance, one series 
of over 4,000 patients was studied 
to determine whether an injury 
could cause a brain tumor, and 
no evidence was found to support 
this in any of the cases. 


Hemorrhage is a frequent com­ 
plication of head injury. Bleeding 
from one of the arteries that sup­ 
ply Hie delicate tissues covering 
the brain may have devastating 
results. This occurs 
most fre­ 
quently w ith a fracture, but it Is 
possible from just a blow.

IT IS KE PORT JED that, in addition to 
outright opposition to a $6. billion cut in 
military appropriations by the Pentagon on 
the ground oi military necessity, there is 
an undercurrent of opposition based on the 
thesis that any reduction in appropriations 
will be bad for business. 


That can be a potent argument in a coun­ 
try so addicted to a high standard of living 
as the United States—and Congress but re­ 
flects the national feeling. There is t h e 
point, too, that the public favors rearming 
to a safe point, and doesn't want to drag 
the rearming process out interminably. 


It is unfortunate, but a fact, that Con­ 
gress doesn t have time nor facilities to 
delve into military expenditures thorough­ 
ly and comb out. the waste, thus achieving 
economy without affecting arms produc­ 
tion. That there is plenty of waste is the 
testimony of all investigators. 


If the nation is to be forever committed 
to government support of business, 
then 
there can be no tax relief. Taxes will con­ 
tinue to inch higher and higher, along with 
government power, as the spenders get a 
tighter grip on the purse of the nation. The 
administration seem s to be convinced thnt 
after arms spending tapers off prosperity* 
must be shored up by Point Four spending 
in the foreign field. 
But many Americans are not willing to 
concede that the only hope for the future 
is in increasing government expenditures 
in a trend toward a despotic and all-power­ 
ful government. 


WEAKENING WHEAT PRICE 
PRICE OE wheat has been weakening in 
expectation of a big harvest this year. Last 
year’s relatively poor crop and continuing 
heavy exports have put wheat stocks at a 
low point for several years. That would re­ 
sult in rising quotations except for the an­ 
ticipated bumper 1952 harvest. 
Other wheat price depressants are pre­ 
dictions of larger wheat crops in Europe 
and grain scandals in the United States. 
The amount of 
wheat 
that 
has 
spoiled 
under the government storage program is 
so large it is expected the quality* of 
wheat acceptable for government storage 
will be closely scrutinized. Thus more low 
quality grain m ay be dumped on the m ar­ 
ket. 


Some economists predict that farm in­ 
come as a whole will be 20 per cent lower 
this year than last, h arm costs have risen 
and, if prices fall, there will be intensified 
wooing of the farm belt with political prom 
ises.

Perhaps a case can be made if the re­ 
ports of the FBI and the Office of Educa­ 
tion of the Federal Security Agency are 
combined. For while one speaks of the in­ 
crease of crime among our younger popu­ 
lation. the other deals with the shortages of 
school houses and teachers. 
The FBI report shows that: 


“During 1951, age 23 predominated in the 
frequency of 
male 
arrests 
followed 
by 
ages 21, 22, 18 and 24 in that order. The 
largest number of female arrests also oc­ 
curred in age group 23, followed by ages 
24. 22, 25, and 26 in the order.” 
The Office of Education reports: 
“Among the most insistent of these prob­ 
lems is the appalling 
lack 
of 
adequate 
classroom facilities to house our rapidly in­ 
creasing school palliation—” 
Extravagant conclusions may be drawn 
from both reports but the fact remains 
that increase in crime is reported each 
year and the criminals seem to grow 
younger. As compulsory education is pre­ 
valent, it must be assumed that the crimi­ 
nals have been to school and are not the 
unruly and unlettered children of immi­ 
grants. 
It would seem that thfc fact that the aver­ 
age teacher's salary in the United States 
was $2,980 (1950-1951) has something to do 
with the weakness of the educational struc­ 
ture of this country. 
A disproportion of young people train for 
high school teaching, so that while there is 
a surplus in that field, there is a shortage 
of elementary schoolteachers. Bluntly, it 
can be said that it does not pay to be a 
teacher in a primary or elementary school. 
A young woman must be idealistic indeed 
to work at the salary paid and the pros­ 
pects afforded. 
The 
educational 
report 
says: 
“ Probably the difficulty lies in the fact 
that, originally, salary levels were set at 
the time when, for most young women and 
some men of a scholastic bent, there were 
offered few' opportunities other than teach­ 
ing. Today, that is certainly not true. There 
are a large number of fields w*hich young ; 
women with a college education 
(to con­ 
centrate on only one sex) can enter and 
make a genuine career. Those who enter 
business with an AB and reasonable abili­ 
ty can hope to climb the ladder into some 
of the better-paving executive or specialist 
jobs— 
“ Meanwhile, teachers’ salaries have re- j 
mained tied to their original base. Such 
necessary increases as from time to time 
were granted had, for the most part, to be 
painfully extracted 
from the local 
tax 
funds. Only rarely have the adjustments 
been sufficient to meet even the rise in cur­ 
rent living costs; on a competitive basis 
with other opportunities offered to young 
people they have become notoriously in­ 
adequate.” 
It is impossible to keep the thought of in­ 
adequate education and character-building 
separate from the low* economic and even 
social status of the teacher. Our children 
are entrusted to worried and. in some in­ 
stances, frightened women whose personal 
problems are compelling even while they 
are teaching.

To Prevent Brain Damage, 
Never Neglect Head Injury 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 


I AM sure that m any of my 
readers have friends cr acquaint­ 
ances who have suffered sevore 
complications from a blow* on the 
head. Very likely this was after 
an accident. as m any of our brain 
injuries occur in that way, 
Brain injuries, no m atter how 
slight, may cause serious d if­ 
ficulties and som etim es death. 
However, as far as we know, a 
blow on the head cannot cause 
a brain tumor. 


No Definite Proof 


8om e people hold the opposite 
thought, but we have no definite 
proof as to the cause of brain 
tumors. For instance, one series 
of over 4,000 patients was studied 
to determine whether an injury 
could cause a brain tumor, and 
no evidence was found to support 
this in any of the cases. 


Hemorrhage is a frequent co m ­ 
plication of head Injury. Bleeding 
from one of the arteries that su p ­ 
ply the delicate tissues covering 
the brain may have devastating 
results. This occurs m ost fre­ 
quently with a fracture, but it is 
possible from just a blow.

Now Is Enjoyed By Common Man

I^pVV YORK— <£> —The ulcer 
used to be the Horatio Alger dis­ 
ease. A man started off life poor 
but healthy , worked hard 
and 
honestly , and ended up wealthy — 
and ulcer-ridden. 
An ulcer became a badge of 
success, particularly in the news­ 
paper, 
radio a n d 
adv ertising 
fields, although industrial leaders 
were prone to catch them, too. 
Thwpbig gag was: “ Ev en my ul­ 
cers are getting ulcers.” 
But today the ulcer no longer 
is an internal medal of honor in 
the .struggle to get ahead. Some­ 
how the word got around that ul­ 
cers were the product of tension. 
That immediately made that ul­ 
cer the property of the common 
man. For who in 
these 
times 
doesn t brag about the tension he 
is under? 
to hav e an ulcer now is a 
kind of rebuke of y our way of 
life, an implication y ou hav e been 
cheating by failing to do 
y our 
fair share of the general worry ­ 
ing. Ev en housewiv es, smarting 
under the criticism that 
they 
hav e a soft touch, are dev eloping 
ulcers. Either that or they are 
just tired of hearing husbands 
complain about THEIR ulcers. 
Such is the prestige of the ul- 
ce Sitn the business world that a 
friend of mine, stricken by sud­ 
den abdominal pains, went brav e­ 
ly to the hospital for an emerg ­ 
ency operation. When he emerg ­ 
ed from the anesthetic he learn­ 
ed to his horror that ail he had 
undergone was an appendectomy . 
“ I was sure it was an ulcer,” 
he said, 
shame - facedly , 
and 
pleaded: ‘‘Please don't 
let 
the 
word get around. They ’ll kid me 
to ^eath at the 
office. 
Nobody 


but children get appendicitis any ­ 
more.” 
Ulcers are div ided into two 
classes: 
(1) The social, or fake, ulcer. 
(2) The true ulcer. 
The fake ulcer is by far the 
most widespread. It is also the 
better ty pe to hav e, as it requires 
little or no medical treatment and 
has wonderful social adv antages. 
It is a fine ex cuse to stay home 
from work. If y ou are at a party 
and the host serv es poor liquor, 
y ou can get out of drinking it. If 
y ou are play ing poker and get 
$100 ahead, y ou 
can 
grimace, 
clutch y our belt, 
and 
mutter: 
“ Ugh, my 
ulcer. 
Sorry , 
boy s, 
I’ll hav e to go home.” 
After y ou leav e some disgrunt­ 
led loser may grumble, 
“ That 
lucky darn fool doesn’t hav e the 
brains to get an ulcer.” But he 
can’t prov e it. That’s the 
best 
thing about a social ulcer—peo­ 
ple hav e to take y our word for it. 
Those who hav e the true ulcer 
rarely like to discuss their ail­ 
ment with fellow 
sufferers, 
as 
that means they hav e to take 
turns listening to the other guy ’s 
agony . They prefer to talk to 
those who hav e nev er had the 
malady , just as old soldiers like 
to show their battle scars to bug­ 
ey ed children. 
A v eteran v ictim gav e this de­ 
scription of his affliction: 
“ Hav ing an uleer is as near as 
the av erage man ev er comes to 
motherhood. You feel like y ou are 
pampering a spoiled child. 
“ Ulcers hav e personalities just 
like people. Some folks ev en giv e 
them 
nicknames. 
I 
call 
mine 
‘Aching Abner.’ After a while y ou 
actually get to hav e a compan­ 
ionable feeling toward an ulcer. 
Why not? It is alway s with y ou. 
“ Ulcers 
are 
temperamental. 
Usually they gulp milk like 
a 
calf. But some day s * can drink 
three martinis and eat steak and 
fried onions and 
Aching Abner 
won t ev en whisper. Later if I 
ev en glance at a jar of pickles, 
he starts screaming. 
“ How does an ulcer feel? 
It 
feels like a little demon inside 
y ou is probing y our innards with 
a blow torch. You hav e to fight 
like hell then to think life is won­ 
derful.” 
But the sad fact today is that, 
unless y ou become a two-ulcer 
man, sooner or later the idea is 
going to spread that y ou are a 
shiftless failure.

I do not want to press this point 
too far; y et it would seem to be 
sound to suggest that while we are 
scattering Point IV motley all ov er 
the world, we might dev ote some 
to discov er precisely what is being 
done to our children in our schools. 
What are they really learning? 
What is being done about charac­ 
ter-building in the schools? How is 
it being done? Are the teachers 
adequate to the task of turning out 
good citizens? 
Are they being paid adequately 
to maintain the dignity of their per­ 
sons and to be so at peace with 
themselv es as to hold the respect 
of their pupils? 
Education cannot be separated 
from character-building any more 
than nourishment can be separat­ 
ed from the bone structure of a hu­ 
man being. It is all too easy 
to 
• blame ev ery thing unpleasant 
in 
our society on politics and politi­ 
cians. 
Perhaps the basic error lies in 
functional education, which rejects 
precept and guidance grounded in 
religion and morals. 
As long as J. Edgar Hoov er con­ 
tinues to report crime increases 
with emphasis on the early twen­ 
ties. it is sound to relate his figures 
to a school sy stem which in many 
places holds on to our boy s and 
girls until they are 18 y ears old. 
His figures are of those who are 
caught and arrested; they do not 
deal with moral infractions which 
do 
not 
disclose 
themselv es 
but 
nonetheless leav e a mark of weak­ 
ened character.

How is 
it being done? 
Are the teachers 
adequate to the task of turning out 
good citizens? 
Are they being paid adequately 
to maintain the dignity of their per­ 
sons and to be so at peace with 
[them selves as to hold the respect 
of their pupils** 
Education cannot be separated 
from character-building any more 
than nourishment can be 
separat­ 
ed from the bone structure of a hu­ 
man being. It is all too 
easy 
to 
i blame 
everything 
unpleasant 
in 
our society on politics 
and politi­ 
cians. 
Perhaps the basic error lies 
in 
functional education, which rejects 
precept and guidance grounded in 
religion and morals. 
As long as J, Edgar Hoover con­ 
tinues to report crim e increases 
with emphasis on the early twen­ 
ties, it is sound to relate his figures 
to a school system which in many 
places holds on to our boys 
and 
girls until they are 18 years old. 
His figures are of those who are 
caught and arrested; they do not 
deal with moral infractions which

Sweet Potatoes 
To Be Planted 
At This Time 
Gardeners who enjoy sweet pota­ 
toes will be planting them during 
the next two weeks in central Ohio 
and just a little tater in the north. 
lime of planting is one of the 
m ist critical factors in success 
with these plants. County Extern 
Mon \gent l arry Best said to- 
day. 
‘ A frost free growing period of 


120 d ay s is a 
m ust,” 
Best said. 
“ With proper timing, a well-drain­ 
ed v oil, 
proper 
fertilization 
and 
weed control also are important to 
good sweet potato crops.” 
A well drained sandy loam is 


best for sweet potatoes, but a well- 
drained loam also is good. Sweet 
potatoes in heavier soils probably 
will have poorly-shaped roots. 
Three to four pounds of 3-12-12 or 
3 9-18 per HK) feet of row is the best 
way to fertilize sweet 
potatoes. 
High nitrogen fertilizers will not 
pay. Fertilizer is applied in fur- 
t rows, four or five inches deep.

GROWERS SET sweet potatoes 
on a ridge 
three or four inches 
high. made by pulling the soil over 
the fertilizer row a week or IO days 
before planting time. Best added. 
Plants usually are set 16 to 18 inch­
